Applicants arguments filed 4/18/2007 have been fully considered but not found 
persuasive because they are mostly directed to the same issues discussed in the last office action. 
Main argument is that the claimed invention is not intended for treatment of prostate cancer but 
for alleviation of a symptom of a prostate cancer. Yet, the instant claims recite a patient having a 
prostate cancer and, thus, the scope of the claims is drawn to treatment of prostate cancer. In 
alternative, claims would not recite a prostate cancer.
